AUSTRIA: ORF-1 Wien on 585 is now 240 kW day/night (ex 600 kW day). [EBU via BDXC via TL 
in ARC SEP 16] 

HAITI: In addition to 1035 logs above, news reports this morning (SEP 30) tell of US troops taking 
over government radio stations in Haiti. [Renfrew- NY] 

HUNGARY: The 500 kW transmitter at Siofok Bszabad 1251 kHz has been taken out of service. [B. 
Gormati via Play-DX #795 in ARC SEP 16] 

LUXEMBOURG: Trans World Radio has started tests from the super-power transmitter on 
1440kHz. Last night 28th Sept a special 15 minute tape was aired after normal 
programming {Der Oldie Sender) had finished at 2200UTC. Test comprised religious 
music and repeated requests for reception reports to be sent to an address given on air. 
{Note TWR already uses two of the most powerful AM transmitters in Europe 1395kHz in 
Albania and 1467kHz in France near Monaco). [Whitt, MWN via e-mail] 

MOROCCO: 1044 Medi-i is now here from a 300 kW transmitter at Sebaa-Aioun. 1044 was 
previously listed for the Arabic Service of state run RTM, so have the two networks simply 
swapped frequencues? [Andy Sennitt/ WRTH/Media Network via BDXC via TL in ARC 
SEP 16] 1593 Network C new from Marrakech with 1 kW, Network C also carried on 828 
kHz from Oujda with 100 kW. [EBU via BDXC via TL] 

POLAND: Re 1503 in DXN #30 - Except for an occasional Foreign Service transmission, this 
transmitter is off the air, and I don’t miss it. The signal has been rather sloppy and I 
believe the transmitter has been kept on the air only hy unusual {i.e. very costly) efforts 
over the past ten or more years. [Alm-SVE] 

ROMANIA: Re 1053 in DXN #30, Jean's time conversion must be incorrect. The sign-on is at 0258 
with IS, 0259 ID “Aici Radio Iasi, Romania" and 0300 ID as “Radio Iasi” and news. The 
Moldovan Radio is no longer relayed on 1053. Iasi is pronounced “Yash”. {Alm-SVE} 

RUSSIA: Re Krasnodar 1089 in DXN #30 - This frequency has the Radio Rossi program which 
normally has 10 minutes of news on top of every hour, but of course the occasional 
exception may occur. The signal ts very potent at my place. [Alm-SVE} 

UNID: Re 1089 unID in DXN #30: The station could be Algeria. Syria 18 not active on this 
frequency. I believe it is an incorrect listing. The Saudi outlet does not get out very well. It 
should be noted, however, that Albania signs on at 0300 (all times given here are summer 
UTC) and after the anthem and a short opening announcement plays non-stop Albanian 
folk music, which has a very oriental flavor, The melody is usually played on clarinet(s) 
with gliding tones and can be of Greek or Turkish vareity. Normally the music is vocal. 
The frequency of the Albanian is a little high; this morning the measured deviation was 
13 Hz. 1089 is also used all night by Yugoslavia's Hungarian service, which for the most 
part plays soft pop music, [Alm-SVE] 

USA: Radio Marti is rumored to have three outlets aimed at Cuba, on 1180, possibly 1020 and an 
unknown third frequency. In talking with Terry Krueger we wonder if the third outlet is 
something on FM out of Guantanamo or the Bahamas/Turks. "CAS", a reporter from 
Scandanavia (in ARC SEP 18) heard a “Radio Martinez” on 640, SEP 2 at 0427. He also 
shows a “Radio Marti?” on 980, SEP 1 0439 and 1020, SEP 1 0430, but all his comments 
are in Swedish so there's not much else to tell. 

VENEZUELA: Got this from the YV mailing list - a list of Venezuelan soccer teams and their 
stadiums and cities. They are listed in order of finish in this year's play. Note, there are 
two different levels.

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DX from New England (part 2)... by Mark Connelly WATION 


Beverages are best, but a loop can do surprisingly well for DX from South America, Central 
America, Bermuda, and the Caribbean. Most of the domestic “pest” stations are in a westerly 
direction at an approximate right angle to the desired DX from the south. Early evening (just after 
sunset) may bring in Brazil, the eastern Caribbean, and Venezuela. Also look for Guyana - 760 and 
French Guiana - 1070 then. Aurora that improves Africans (relative to co-channel Europeans) 
affects the Pan-Americans similarly. 

Shore sites facing southeast dramatically outperform inland sites for the first two hours after 
sunset. As in the case of Trans- Atlantics, location effects become less critical later in the evening. 
English-language stations are good targets for beginners. Stations on 5 kHz splits are not hard to 
find: these include Antigua - 1165, St. Kitts - 555, Dominica - 595, Montserrat - 885, Nevis - 895, St. 
Vincent - 705, and Grenada - 535 (mixed with powerhouse Spanish-language Radio Vision 
Cristiana from Turks and Caicos). St. Kitts - 830, with religion in English sometimes parallel to 
7510 shortwave, often overrides CFJR, YVLT, and WCCO. ZDK - 1100 (Antigua) with Caribbean, as 
weil as American, pop music is sometimes audible with WWWE nulled. Less common are 
Barbados - 900 and British Virgin Islands - 780. Anguilla - 1610 is easy; the 690 and 1505 
Anguillans are tougher DX. PJB - 800 from Bonaire, Netherlands Antilles runs several languages, 
including English, in its religious format. Bermuda - 1160, with BBC programming paralle/ to 5975 
{ 6175, sometimes surfaces through the welter of domestics (WSKW / WOBM / WVNJ, etc.) on that 
channel. 

Having a bit of familiarity with Spanish will help a lot in identifying Venezuelans, Colombians, 
Cubans, and many of the other Latin American stations, It will also help you to distinguish the 
numerous domestic Spanish-language stations from real foreign DX. The Cuban Radio Rebelde 
outlet on 600 is probably the most consistently-heard station from that country; 1180 (behind 
WHAM) is also common. Venezuelans on 640, 720, 750, and 780 sometimes top the domestics or 
those channels. Big Colombians include 778 (RCN = “Erray Say Ennay”) which cuts through 
WABC at times and 650 "RCN Antena Dos" which often rolls over WSM. 

Other languages may be heard: French (from Haiti, Guadeloupe, and French Guiana) and 
Portuguese (from Brazil). South America’s largest country, Brazil, has a few stations that reach 
New England occasionally. The most common stations from the heavily-populated Sao Paulo / 
Rio de Janeiro region are on 860, 1000, and 1040; these are fairly common on Cape Cod, Cape Ann, 
and coastal Maine. They can peak between 11 PM and 3 AM Eastern time, although audibility as 
early as sunset is possible in spring and summer here (when the southern hemisphere has more 
darkness time). Northeastern Brazilians (from Fortaleza, Natal, Recife, Sao Luis, Joao Pessoa, etc.) 
act somewhat like Africans and are best just after sunset. Don't expect casual reception of these: 
domestic- killing aurora and a high-gain set-up {Beverages at the beach) are typical prerequisites. 
As sunset approaches, use big-gun African stations on 765, 1197, and 1349 to forecast potential DX 
from Brazil's eastern tip. 

Later in the evening, Cubans and Central Americans enter darkness and become receivable. 
Mexicans are less common here than in any other part of the mainland USA, but a few are heard. 
Your best bets are 730, 900, and 940 during aurora after midnight Eastern time; look for otherwise 
impossible Central Americans then, too. Central Americans are difficult because a greater 
percentage of their signal paths are over land than the signal paths to north-coast South America. 
The power levels in countries such as El Salvader also tend to put such stations at a disadvantage 
to domestics and to the major Venezuelan and Colombian stations. Deep South Americans (such 
as Argentina on 870) are rare in New England, but are possible. Best results are between midnight 
and 4 AM Eastern time. At certain times of year, the signal path can fall entirely within the greyline 
zone just prior to common dawn along the route. This may give signal strengths a boost. There 
used to be many more splits from this area to act as beacons: now-defunct Paraguay - 645 (heard 
frequently from West Yarmouth, MA in the 70s) comes to mind. Few splits running useful power 
levels survive today. The NRC Publications Service offers reprints of several valuable articles about 
DXing Latin America and the Caribbean. 

TRANS-PACIFIC DX 

Trans-Pacific stations are very rare in New England. Best reception is about an hour before local 
dawn during October, November, and December. I'd recommend Beverages and a site facing water 
to the west and northwest; the Bay side of Cape Cod from Eastham to Provincetown would be ideal. 
Look for Australia - 837, Japan - 774, Tahuti - 738 and ethers ... but don't hold your breath.

seers Here's a fev notes from my recent visit to the FCC in Washington. My 
primary area of interest is NJ stations/CPs/facilities changes, as well as PA & 
especially NYC stations with towers in NJ. At the proposed tower site for WKNJ. 
550 Lakeside, the US Environmental Protection Agency has been cleaning up a toxic 
waste. Wendell & Assoc. have applied for extensions of the CP, and are negotiat- 
ing to erect the 3 towers just S of the EPA monitored site. Their proposed night 
pattern will go mostly § with major nulis for WIMW/KUSA/WERC (all in the same nu- 
11), WGR, and CHLN/WDEV/CPNB & to a lesser extent WICE, WYNJ-1160 Oakland of co~ 
urse, has come on the air with everything from oldies to financial programs to 
Spanish & black gogpel, but is having some technica) problems, Tn some of my own 
checking while ériving around, J'd say their nulls are working. For example, they 
Protect Mechanicville, NY (even though it's not on the air), their daytime signal 
really distorts up by Suffern or Rillburn,NY, where 1287/NYI17 meet. And ¥ know 
their null for WOBM Lakewood is working because if, for no other reason, they are 
needed in the log here! hair problem is in their primary coverage area, they 
have written to the Fcc about problems with reception on digital tuners due to the 
strong signals from WBBR-1130 & WLIB-1190. Evidence of this problem is that lis— 
teners in WWNJ's primary coverage area, for example near their studios in Teaneck, 
hit "sean on their digital home or car radios and the radio jumps from 1130 to 
1199, not stoppiag on WVWNJ. It appears they underestimated ground conductivity 
especially to the £ and have heen operating with Special Temporary Authority to 
operate above licensed parameters while trying to optimize their signal strength 
in £ Central Bergen County. I spent a lot of time researching the WIHR-1049 Flem- 
ington story from day 1 to present. Their lst problem came when one of the land 
owners of their Ist proposed site decided not to sell to Huntington Mercury & they 
had to find a new site nearby & re-calculate everything. Then they vent back & 
forth with WHN/WURQ/WEVD over some apparent coverage overlap, something like 1700 
Square kilometers in ? places near Martinsville, with WHR doing their own measur- 
ements on 1050, claiming WEVD et a1 measured wrong, Etc. (believe me, this is the 
short version)! The latest problem now is WJHR is now awaiting approval from 9 
different government agencies, some of which, as noted to the PCC, 2d not exist 
when the station first applied for a license! Their day/night patterns will run 
youghly N/S, vith @ severe null at WHO at night. WBRW-1170 Somerville has applied 
to return with 229 watts non directfonal, instead ef the former 100 watts 4 tower’ 
directional.They claim the site is existing, perhaps the tower bases are there, 
but the towers are down and supposedly (according to local rumor rather than FCe 
filing) that the area is a toxic waste dump as well. I wanted to find data on 
WNIR-1420's tower site moving, but since they went through a license renewal chal- 
denge, there waS so much ‘fat! that it made it bard to find any ‘meat’. WSKQ-620 
is looking to change city of license to Rutherford and put up towers E of the W 
spur of the NJ Turnpike somevhat SE of the 1050 site, WIMJ has filed the most opp- 
osition to their plans. WdRZ-1159 is still working on zoning problems, they have 
a site picked out near Pine Lake Park just N of NJ 37 NW of Toms River. And WINS- 
1010 has lots of things going on at once. one is to diplex with WBBR due to lots 
of construction at their Polito Road site causing reradiation & distortion. Anot- 
her involves improving coverage to the W by mutual agreement with CFRB & KRIS, wh- 
ich would take KBTS off the air. A 3rd involvee putting up 4 towers in a parallel- 
ogram at their current site (instead of 4 in a row}, and another invotves buying 
WRNJ-1000 and thereby relaxing their daytime restrictions to the W. W5TB-1190's 
file vas also so thick from the move to 1200 and/or city of dicense change to 
Yonkers proposals that I didn't have time to find out anything, but most of the 
“how will the purchase of WOWO affect Fort Wayne's night signal" issues seem to be 
speculation rather then offical filing. 1 also tooked at the FM files of WYGG- 
88.1, WRLJ-89.7, WTUC-99.7. A160 looked up some station status for WAYNE HEINEN & 
JERRY STARR. Finally, the WWJ7-640 story is SO STRANGE T want to wait to have 
that paperwork in front of my eyes before J report ANYTHING! 723 (Nice to see you 
at Nashua, Paul. Seno the WWJZ story in soon, then everyone will know why they 
never verified reports for their Dx TEST!-DWs)

stereo receiver, I've FINALLY found one, a Sony AMAX AM-Stereo Model SRP42 Walk- 
man, and what a great little radio it is! It‘s a tiny thing, about the size of a 
pack of cigarets, but is remarkably selective. The quality of the aM stereo seems 
to vary with the station: WJDM-1530 sounds every bit as good as FM stereo but NPAT 
930 has an annoying background hiss. It's amazing that a receiver can be so tiny 
and yet so good! On 8/8, T caught "AM Stereo 1360 WPPA" at sunset, a newie here! 
Never expected it, and had no paper & pencil handy for jotting notes, so no re~ 
port sent. Wonder if a stereo receiver is more likely to pick up stereo stations? 
Only drawback, the tuning d1a? is so small, that you barely touch it and you're to 
the next frequency. Very tough to tell what frequency your on at any given mome- 
nt. Lots of changes this summer on the AM dial in N NJ. WYNJ-1160 now plays 
oldies during AM/PM drive, competing directly with WCHT-1500. WGHT has the upper 
hand in the battle with a strong personality lineup including Art Rooney (Looney 
Skip Rooney from the Uncle Floyd TY shov) on PM drive, a very funny fellow.

The first station ever logged when I was a 
kid of 8 or 9 was WOR, use to come through on cold nights, didn’t know anything 
about DXing but it was a thrill for a lad sick with asthma who misse4 alot of time 
from school as a youngster, heard on a °hilco tahle ratio (no antenna) by my bed- 
side. Most tuning was for programs like Don McNeals Breatfast Ciub an? Arthur Gos- 
frey who had a local program, I think on WMAL. Remember vaing sick an? getting mo- 
re so has the Redskins lost to the Bears turing a championship game. Also follow- 
ed the Washington Senators, last in the American League! When my father passed 
avay when I was 11, I took over his table ratio, believe it was a GE and a pretty 
not set. A school friend said if T hooked a wire to it, I'3 hear more! This I 
did, in my early teens, and logged about 85 stations on it. ‘That 1¢st is Jony gone 
but remember WIOD & WSUN (later verified) and also hearing KTUP many mornings, and 
knowing nothing about verifications, it was never reported. During WH?, I sold my 
electric train set and purchased a used Grundig Teledial 12, a large floor model 
set with a large round dial with buttons you could set on ‘esired stations, it cov- 
ered AM & SW and even heard DC experimental TV signals, very distorted and jon‘t 
remember the cats. An 016 high school buddy (who just contacte? me vhom T have 
not seen since then!) who's dad tinkered with radios.had a basement full of them, 
and he fixed up a few for me, which T would use a few months then trade for anct— 
her. Don't remember the various sets, wish I had made a list, but ones T remember 
Were Scott SLRM, BC348, RME4°, Siemens AM/FM with phono (which brought my Jst TA 
Allouis, France on 164«hz). Later on, got a fine receiver, a Zenith Trans 


Oceanic with a wavemagnet antenna, great on BCR! With this set, T verified XEAA- 
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1340 with 250 watts. Also briefly owned a National HROS with coils you plugged in 
but it was rough to figure out what frequency you were on. Later, purchased anot- 
her National, a new NC183D, then my BEST AM set ever, a Hammeriund HQ129x. It 

ran circles around the more expensive NCI63D. The HQ129X got my best/top DX, 
verified 27 Australians (SPI-1040 & 2LT-1370 500 watts}, 11 Mawatans, 10 New Zea- 
land, 1 Fiji Islands (VRH-930), etc. Earlier in 1950, using a GE-E91 of 9 tubes, 
a hot table model, verified my only Alaskan, KPAR-660. Got interested in LW & 
Purchased a National RBL2, still in use here, a 50 year old set and my main LW 
receiver! In the 60's, I made a terrible buy, a National HROSOO, my !st solid 
state receiver for over $2,000, went back to the factory a couple of times, my 
$200 nQ129x ran circles around 1t, maybe the reason National vent out of business? 
Traded that for an SP600 which I've used for over 20 years (never replaced a tube 
in it). My high schooi buddy called the other night and has picked up an HQ160, 
maybe sone swapping is in the vorks? I just purchased a Collinge R390A from Fair 
Radio Sales, nice, clean receiver but segments of the AM bands do not quite have 
the pull of the SP600.
